Rheumatism was regarded as rare in chil- 


dren. It was supposed to be a condition peculiar 
to older persons and the aged. . Now it is known 
that the "growing pains" of children arc really a 
form of rheumatism. 


Modern science has the X-ray to assist in 


diagnosing many conditions which were formerly 
obscure. 
It has helped greatly in locating 


diseased teeth. 
One ernment medical man has 


said that more than half the ailments,-of man- 
kind come from bad teeth. 
Whether this is a 


really accurate estimate or not, it certainly is 
not far from the truth. Rheumatism is no doubt 
caused by bad teeth in a very large proportion 
of cases.

Many children have adenoids and tonsilitis. 
Some have sinus 


trouble or intestinal disorders, or perhaps some other condition in 
which poisons are sent throughout the system by the blood stream. 
Any of these may cause rheumatic-^. 
symptoms in a child.
